They aru to lay the pipes, 
erect works etc. at their owu expense 
and (he city Is to contract for ten 
years only. Tlioy will put up as 
many lamps as the city may want, 
not lu bo losa than si.xly. it Ih uxli- 
inalcii that about 7o lamps would be 
i-iiuui:li. Tbose, it iVliiod si.x lluur^ 
lor twenty nidbu, would co»t i'Ji) per 
luuiilli. 'i'lio liglils uro to have Ibe 
power ol if cundlos. The adiiilioioil 
cost of I he jjas over Iho oil lamps 
would be about !t(i()0 per year. This 
could be easily paid without any ail- 
ditioiiul tax being levied. The prop- 
osition Is a very, fair ono aud the city 
will never bavo a batter' oue made tu 
it. Hopkintvllle will have to have 
gas sometime In tbe near future aud 
this propo*ltiou tbould be accepted. 
It la for only ten yeara and If satis- 
faction U not given, It can be dropped 
at the tiYiI of the time. This is not 
likely, however, as the eoiupany has 
works In successful operation lu Leb- 
auuu, Ky., Oallatlu, Tenn., and many 
other towns half as largo us our>. 
They are also putting them up In 
Columbia, Tenn. They will arrange 
to fi'irnith the citizens and private 
corporaliouB with gas at 1)2.00 per 
thousand. The chufcbes, the public 
buildings, (he public halls, the stores 
aud many resiliences could beH)(liiiid 
by gas cheaper and safer than by oil.
